It is worth noting that it was 
an ambulatory clinic. That means 
the patients lived at home, calcu­ 
lated, or at least prepared their 
meals there. This

overweight 
are 
obtained by 
putting the patient in a hospital 
or institution, especially adapted 
to nutrition treatments. But this 
clinic proves that weight can be 
reduced by home treatment. 
The patient is kept on the treat­ 
ment by repeated explanations of 
the dangers of 
obesity. Obesity 
has an adverse effect on longevity; 
statistics of life insurance compan­ 
ies show that a person weighing 
5 to IO pounds more than normal 
has a life expectancy ratio of IOO 
per cent, while one who is 25 to 
45 pounds overweight has a life 
expectancy ratio of 153 per cent. 
| Obesity is associated with diabetes, 
high blood pressure, gallstones and 
heart failure. It makes the sur­ 
gical patient a poorer risk and 
favors the development of hernia 
after 
abdominal 
operations. Or­ 
thopedic abnormalities of the feet 
are aggravated by overweight. 
The treatment In the clinic con­ 
sisted of diet, exercise and, in a 
few cases, the use of thyroid ex­ 
tract. The daily 
food allowance 
was IOO grams of carbohydrate, 70 
of protein and 60 of fat. 
The exercise advised was daily 
walking two miles in 45 minutes 
or leas, and calisthenics lasting IO 
minutes morning and night. Or­ 
dinary housework was not found to 
be an efficient substitute for sys­ 
tematic exercises.
